UDICIOUS combinations of different

foods are highly important to make
the fobd mnourishing, pnlatable and
sultable for our daily réquirements. The
French folks are very adroit In the
cooking, seasoning nnd serving of vege-
tables, bringing out the flavor and en-
hancigg the appearance by tasteful dec-
oration. The garnishing of the cooked
dish is as of much importance to the
French housewife as the food itwelf,

The commingling of two or three
vegetables together, using one or two aa
a garnish to the third, not only pro-
vides the varlety, but also s pleasing to
the palate and the eye.

e Germans and Austrians add mev-
eral flavors to the wvegetable dishes,
often preparing them as a sort of n
hotchpot, skillfully flavoring with herbs
and spices.

While the Italians, Greeks and other
Latin nations prepare a special sance
to be added or poured over the vegeta-
bles when they nre cooked, the Chinese
and Japanese use a sauce called xhoy,
or soy.
